tnutaanity, civillzation, and generosity were dlis-
played on the part of the Cubans, showling the mun-
ner Inwhich we were willlog to carey on war with
onr oppreasors,  More than four handred prisoners,
whom those successes and following onvs placed
in our power withont any risk of Jife, have con-
tinued to reveal our purpose, while the encmy
violated i o base mannet st Poerto  Prineipe
the capttulation of Gurlinaro, arming anew against
us the eivil guard, who hwd  been  swarn
by the terms of the above-namad capitulation neyver
‘o ke up arms against the Cobans, Aad they not
only denled gnarter to the few prisoners they sucs
veeded In taking, but with Wloodthirstiness and fero-
clty worthy of thelr antecedents in Americs, where
they lost their power by similnr brutality and craelty,
they shot, without judgment, peaccable citizens for
mere snaplcion of eonnivance with the revolution-
ary troops,  They did more, While our troops not
only respected the wortal remoeing of the enemy’s
soldiers, and barted those who were inhumanly
abandoned by thelr companions, and took care of
thefr wonnded, our dead were barbarously abused
by the Spanish soldiery, thelr hodies mutilisted, and
ot herwise subjected to the mont horrible atrocitles

The Libe army has not made reprisals, We
wish to avall ourselves of every mesns in our power
to make the enemy mdopt more humane practices
and a less ferocious system of warfure, ith that
ohject 1 had addressed, in the frst days of the revo-
lution, o despateh in that sense to the Spanish Gov
ernor at Manzanillo.

We have briefly announced the tertibie calamity
which ocourred to the canal bost M, G, Weathierbee,
at the Fort Miller Dam, on Wednesday last, by which
the wife and child of Captain Clark, the commander
of the craft, were drowned.  The particulars of the
Aair possess & thrilling interest, 1L appears that the
Weatherbes, which was loaded with coal, was on the
polnt of crossing the river at the bridge, and Captain
Clark, with two hands, had stepped ashore with s
rope to keep the stern of the boat near the
dock, leaving mno one on  board exospt Mre,
Clark and her young child about elghteen monthdy
old. As the hoat approached the break in the dam,
where the carfent Was very strong, the stern swung
out into the stream, and got beyond the control of
the captain and his men, a4 thelr ropes were oo
shart to fasten to the snubbing posts, he captain's
wife made overy possible ettort to give out more
line, but owing to excitemens, falled of sgceess,
They then tried to hold the boat with the towing
line, hut were compelled to cut it to keep from draw-
ing the nhorses into the viver. As the boat came
into the break Mra, Clark took her child in her
anmy, and oried “*Save mel!”  YSpyve mel”
“Bave me!" AL this tme tity or more men
were on the shore, near the boat, somo welling
her w stick to the bont, and otliers sl
down. The lock-tender, Muariin Freemon, in oa
truly brave spirit, started for her (n a small rowhoat.
When he came near, Mre. Clark, hugging hor ahild
to her breast, jumped for the boat, but falled to reach
It, Frecmun sprang for her, but without success,
The canal boat then went over the dam, Tollowesd by
the small boat. Freeman gaw Mrs, Clark but onoe
ufter he went over the dam.
